Frankfort, Dec. At 5:80 
this evi'iiiiiK tiie hoard adjourned 
until 7 :;ti> loiii;jlit, after hearing 
two sp<>ei'lies on eai li side, takiiifi 
Up all the time siiica 11 o'clock 
this morning. 'l'oiii;;|jt .hnlge 
Humphreys, foranti-tioclicl siele, 
and Judjie Harris, for (iocl)el, 
what is heard, llargis wants 
two hours and a half to talk 
about Louisville nilidavita, and 
he foroiabes the argument. The 
Senate Chamber has been used 
today, and was crowded all day, 
perfect order being manifested. 
Green and Harrison counties 
were taUulatcd this morning. 
The Kc|inlilicaii att.iineys' work 
— drawing olijcctiou to the other 
nine comiticH [lai-seil — will not 
lie counted until arfiiiinent is 
closed and the lioard decides 
whether tJiey can go behind 
returns. Arguments have lieen 
up on this point, lirinviinK inci- 
dentally counties etrected. Only 
the bare, bold uiifuunded letter 
of protest from Uopkins has been 
produced. No affidavits promis- 
ed have been shown and Hopkins 
not in list of counties submitted 
by (ioebel attorneys as objected. 
(Japt. Ellis asked some pointed 
questions this aflcriuioii that 
staggerd lioehcl's attorneys to 
answer to their sat isl'act ion. The 
ina>i;niti<'ent argument s made by 
Fairlegli and Wilkin completely 
oversluulowed the work of (ioe- 
bdl attorneys. TheCioeliel men 
are working hard and scheming 
fast but there are the best reas- 
ons now to believe that tho Board 
will not Ko behind the returns, 
but will Issue certiticates to the 
Republican ticket elected by the 
voice of thefeople.

What a power of eeeing must Froo- 
bel have posaeased to have made his 
wonderful dIaeoTery that all forms 
wlilob tiie hnman mind has ever 
known, or of wbioh It can eoaeolve, 
are derived from tba throe olenent* 
ary forms of the sphere, eabe and 
cylinder! 

Tile wisest and ab'.i st of men have 
drawn their wisdom and inspiration 
from Nature. It was said of Solo- 
mon that iq^e^fe of trees, from 
tbe e*4ar trM Aai.is In Lebanon 
etan ni^ th* hzasop that aprtngeth 
out of the wall; ho ^ako also of 
beastaaad of loirl and of ereeping 
things and of Habea. 

In the greatest siihjeitive poem 
ever written we bear Job say: "Ask 
now the beasts and they shall ti ai h 
thee; and the fowls of the air and 
they shall tell thee, and the Hshes of 
the sea shall declare unto thee." 

What aplritoal teaehhigs did. the 
God-man draw from the liliea of the 
field, the fowls of the air, from seed 
time and harvest ! 

What a part Nature has in tlie 
writings of so many whom the world 
calls great! WItlidraw every refer- 
eiii'e to her from ,the writings of 
Ruakin and what Is apt? Have they 
not found aa one of the greateat has 
said: 

"Hermons in atonaa, books 

In the running brooks 
And good In everything?" 
Have you read tiiat prose-poem 
"Keiitueky Cardinal?" What an 
intimate and loving ai'i|uiiintance 
with and appreciation of Nature is 
sliown. We feel that tbe story must 
live beoauee of the tender and bean 
ttfal laalgbt Into Katare it reveals. 

What man of understanding and 
largeness of heart can fall to leani 
spiritual lessona from the miracles 
of niglit and day, auu and rain, 
spring time and harvest and of plant 
life and animal life? 

I-. (Ill- story of the atheist prisoner 
converted lo failli iiitioil hy a (lower 
an exaggerated fancy'.' Who ran 
I'oneeiitratc his mind on the growth 
of a )d»nt aiul feel that the day of 
miracles is past? 

A pretty story Is told of Kmeraon 
when he waa quite an old man. On 
being called Into the garden to see a 
q^ially beauttfol rose be took off 
hishattolt. It was an eloquent act^ 
a tribute from him wlw thought that 
one ray of beauty Is worth all the 
utilities in the world. And I think 
he m.-anl It as an act of reverence, 
too, for he was not one whoeoiild see 
a beautiful and fra^ant (lower with 
out a ^'lail upliftiiiKof the heart ti 
lliin who giveth us all things richly 
to enjoy. 

As an Instance of what the study 
of plant life rightly and systeinntie- 
ally conducted can do, I have read 
of an English clergyman who gath- 
ore<l tbe ebUdren of tbe village In 
which be lived about him onoe a 
week for lessona on Botany— they 
collecting their own observations. 
They were of a class In w hich the 
intellectual life usually receives 
little attention. So benefited were 
they by this work that they 
reaelied a phllie iiuile beyond that 
occupied by people of neigh horing 
villages of like conditions. It was 
the province of tlie sun-lu-law of this 
clergyman to examine medical men 
for the army and be aaya tbe ma- 
jority of them oould not answer 
questions that could have been read- 
ily answered by the children of his 
father's scchool. The fault being 
that the observing faculties of these 
men bad not lieen trained as cliil- 
dri'ii. It Is said that "Botany is ca- 
pable of doing for tlie observing 
powers of tlio mind w hat nmtliemat- 
IcH docs for its reaHoiilnjr pow ers." 

Did you ever think wiiat an ad- 
vantage, for Nature study, teachers 
In the country have over those in the 
city? The plant and Insect world, 
lilrds and aulmala are ready to hand 
nnd how Interested are the little ones 
'communicated" aa they are "by 
every algbt and sound." 

I know a little one who some weeks 
ngQ refused to go to sleep for all of 
"block mammy's"rockingand croon- 
ing because she w ns Interested in tbe 
Hies h nniniing about the rooni. ' l.i.s- 
len to the bugs, mammy, listen to 
the hugs," she would say, grently to 
the annoyance of mamuiy, no doubt, 
w hose cars had grown dull to such 
sounds. This subject is so vast 
and deep that I feel almost 'belpli 
bti^ore it. A few praetieal aogges- 
tiona I will give from ouUinea of 
work obtained in a courae at the 
Western Kentaeky Normal School 
Suppose we are having a lesaon on 
birds. Ask:
